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Cepar Hint... Of the unwritten his- 
tory of North Caroliaa, there is no part 
of it better calenlated to interest, enter- 


tain and amuse the reader than a full 
and fair history of the Cedar Hill horse 


“ swaps.” 
Cedar Hill isa part and parcel of the 
ancient village of Louisburg-on-the Tar. 


Louisburg as the county seat of Frank- 
lin county, is visited with two Courts 
per annum. On the Tuesdays of each 
term, everybody in the county that can 
ride or walk, comes to town, whether 
they have business or not, and the con- 
sequence is, Tuesday of Court is the 
most important day of the year, and is 
the date of a new era in the history of 
the town. We were at Louisburg 
on this memorable day, which occurred 
this week, and while we were 
quietly viewing the number of cake and 
cider carts that were jammed together 
on Court Square, and somewhat inter- 
ested in the energy and tact displayed 
by the venders of the same, we were 
approached by a citizen who asked it 
we had been to Cedar Hill. Having no 
knowledge of any such locality we nat- 
urally enquired what about Cedar Hill. 
Our friend expressed some surprise that 
we, as a Warren county man, should be 
ignorant of the great horse-swapping 
mart of Louisburg, and insisted that 
we had lived half of our life in vain, to 
have known nothing of its history; but 
to make up for lost time, to hie at 
once to the spot, which he pointed 
out to us over across the branch, about 
one hundred yards distant from where | 
we were standing. 

We accordingly set out for the point 
indicated which was nothing more 
than a vacant square of the town in 
which were many cedar trees, The 
square was literally jammed with men 
and boys of every aye, size, color and 
condition, Every other man had either 
a horse, mle or steer, and every man 
or boy was u trader. We walked up 
unnoticed and unknown and took a 
stand by a cedar tree near a large group 
of poor mules, horse frames, mep, boys 
and negroes. In the space of ten min 
utes we heard not less than 113 propo- 
sitions fora swap. In thirteen minutes 
we witnessed thirteen horse swaps, and 
we can conscientiously assert that the 
thirteen pairs of swapped horses were 
not worth thirteen dollars. We ob 
served a white and colored man swap- 
ping a mule and steer; an even trade 
was rejected by the colored man, when 
a half worn out birlow knite was given 
as “boot” and the trade made. 

At a late hour in the efternoon, a 
representative from that section of 
Franklin county, known as“ Punyer,” 
came upon the Hill, riding a very good 
specimen of a horse, worth at least $150. 
His gencral 492 indicated that 
he had aboard jast enough of the con. 
centrated essence of pine top, to put 
him in good swaping order, and at it he 
commenced with avim. At 9 o'clock 
he finished his last trade with the aid 
of a lightwood torch, wien it required 
two men to assist him in raising his 
horse from the ground, which by some 
effort he managed to lead out of town. 
We left Cedar Hill and the horse 
swappers, thoroughly convinced that 
our friend was right when he intimated 
tha: half of our life was spent in vain if 
we had never visited Cedar Hill, Tues 
day evening in Court. We have never 
witnessed a scene as rich, rare and racy.

We paid a hur- 
ried visit to this public institution yes- 
terday, and nad an opportunity of wit- 
nessing the progress of the building, 
which, when completed, will surpass in 
style and clegance any building in the 
Stute. As we have heretofore given in 
extenso full details of the proposed struc- 
ture, we will only state now that the 
work is going on in accordancefwith the 
specifications, and should the next Gen- 
eral Assembly make the necessary ap 
propriations, the eclitice will be com- 
pleted in less than two years. The Messrs. 
Coleman Brothers, the contractérs, ure 
men of means and ex pericoce,and doubt- 
less will perform every requirement for 
which they contracted. 


closure, from which the rock are 
taken for a portion of the building, 
and the outside eastern wali of the eu- 
closure, which will be nineteen feet 
thick and about twelve high. The 
quarry is thought to be amply sufficient 
tor the purpose, with much more rock 
to spare. The wall is being built by the 
officers of the penitentiary, Mr. Hicks 
superintending the job in person, and 
using oaly the convicts on the work. 
We visited also the shoe shop, the 
tailor shop, blacksmith shop and ¢ar- 
penter shop. The work in euch of these 


departments is performed by the con- 


victs, and are ample forthe requirements 
of the institution, 

The most interesting scene we wit- 
nesscd were the convicts at dinner. 
Three hundred and sixty men eating in 
one room with no sound save that of 
the usual smacking of lips, was some- 
thing strange and peculiar to us, and 
though the poor untortunates seemed 
happy in the enjoyment of their substan- 
tial meal and perfectly content to be 
silent, yet no severer punishment could 
be meted out to us than to keep our 
tongue still during the hour of dinner. 
We had rather not eat at all, than to 
eat under such restrictions but “the 
Way of the transgressor is hard.“ The 
meal consisted of good sound meat, well 
cooked corn and wheat bread, and vege- 
tables, in quantity, amply sufficient and 
more than two-thirds of the convicts 
got before coming there. 

The guard around the Penitentiary 
were out in their new suits of grey, 
which are identically the same as the 
old Confederate. We were strikingly 
reminded of the good old times as we 
suw them passing to and fro on their 
beats. 

The uniforms were made at the peni- 
tentiary, the officers employing Mr. Au. 
gustus King, one of the best tailors of 
this city, by contract to superintend the 
work. It is but justice to Mr. King to 
state that in every parGcular he has ren- 
dered entire satisfaction to the Board, 
who will agree with us that as a cutter, 
fitter and general workman he has nota 
superior in the city. | 

There are now 360 inmates in the 
penitentiary, a decrease of nearly forty 
since January ist. The general health 
of the institution was never better. The 
hy are neat, clean and comforta 
dle; the management is good, and the 
condition of the unfortunates within its 
walls is much better than they deserve.

AN INNOC MAN SAVED 
FROM T GALLOWS. 


One of the most remarkable criminal 
trials that has ever taken place in this 
country, was that of Dr. Schoeppe, 
recently acquitted of the murder of Miss 
Steinecke, of Carlisle, Pennsylvania. 

Our readers will perhaps remember 
that some two years ago, Dr. Schoeppe, 
a young German physician, was tried 
on the charge of poisoning his affiauced 


bride, an elderly maiden lady of large 
wealth and extensive family connec- 
tions. Miss Steinecke, whose death 
vas sudden and mysterious, and who 
was attended in her last illness by the 
accused, had become desperately in love 
with the youthful physician, and the 
day of their nuptials was near at hand. 
Her death excited no remark at the 
time, as no suspicion of foul play was 
; entertained by any member of ber 
family. When her will was presented 
ſor probate, however, and it was for the 
first time ascertained that she had 
devised her large estate to her lover, a 


post. mortem examination of her 
f body was called ſor by her 
| relatives; and the celebrated 


chemist, Dr. Aiken, of Baltimore, was 
summoned to examine the case, and de- 
termine by analysis whether or not Miss 
Steinecke's death was the result of 
natural causes, or of poison taken by or 
administered to her. Dr. Aiken made 
a thorough, and to his own mind, satis- 
factory examination. He was positive 
. that Miss Steinecke bad been poisoned, 
4 and that prussic acid had been admin- 
@istered,and,had caused het death. His 
testimony was uncontradicted. His 
tests were regarded by the court and 
jury as sufficient for removing every 
ble doubt of the prisoner’s inno- 
Lence. fA Verdict of guilty was accord- 
ingly rendered after the close of the 
evidence and argument of counsel. A 
few trial, if we remember aright, was 
‘refused the prisoner by the presiding 
Judge, and an appeal was taken to the 
Supreme Court. There seemed ‘to be 
no doubt in the public mind of the cor- 
rectness of the jury’s virdict. The case 
seemed stich a plain one that Schoeppe 
was almost universally regarded as a 
murderer, and fit only for the gallows. 
The’ prisoner's counsel, on the other 
hand, never Iost hope. They gexhibited 
great vigilance and zeal in behalf of 
their ftént. “The Judge below was over- 
ruled ‘hy the Court of Appeals, and a 
ner trial granted the unſortunate man. 
Ona the second trial, Dr. Genth, of Phil- 
regaded dy many physicians 
as the ablest chemist in the United 
2 States, was called in by the defendant, 
whose testimony flatl7 and directly con- 
tradicted Dr. Aiken’s,thcories, and com- 
» overthrew his conclusions. Dr 
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Genth positively denied that the tests 


made by Dr. Aiken gave any evidence 
of poison having been administered to 
the deceased, and “ that even the re- 
agents used by Dr. Aiken would alonc 
have created the poison alleged by him 
to have been found in the stomach.” 

Of course this broke down the case 
of the prosecution. The Solicitor 
was not able to proceed, and the 
counsel on both sides submited 
the case without argument under the 
charge of his Honor. The Judge's 
charge was brief but pointed. He 
convratulated the jury upon the fact 
that an innocent man had, under 
Providence, been saved from an 
ignominious death | The jury returned 
a verdict of not guilty in Jess than 
fifteen minutes. P 

The result should have the eflect of 
awakening the public mind to the 
unreliability of medical tests and the 
uncertainty of scientific testimony. 

It is horrible to think of an innocent 
man being condemned to death either 
on account of the blunders of professed 
experts or the contradictory results 
obtained from scientific experiments. 

Dr. Schoeppe is a free man once 
more. He stands before the worid 
triumphantly vindicated by a jury of 
his peers ; the stain of murder removed 
from his character ; his liberty restored, 
and his life saved as by a miracle. 


ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING,

Mr. Argo having failed to 
answer either letter, he had announced 
that himself, Mr. Manning and other 
friends would address the people at 
Louisburg. 


DEMOCKATIC GAINS IN MAINE. 


The vote polled in Maine last Monday 
is about the same as that polled in the 
Gubernatorial election in 1868, At that 
time, the Radical majority was over 
twenty thousand. From the returns 
received of the recent election it is esti- 
mated that the Radicals will not have 
more thau from fourteen to sixteen 
thousand majority. 

The Congressional delegation stands 
as before—unanimously Republican. 

From this, it will be seen that while 
we do not make any gain of Congress- 
men, we have reduced the popular ma- 
jority from four to six housand. 

In allthe calculations we have seen, 
the electoral vote of Maine has of course 
been conceded to Grant. A gain of 
several thousand against immeuse odds 
should be encouraging under the cir- 
cumstances, and while we do not claim 
any great things from the late event, we 
have reason to be cheerful and hope— 
ful. 

It is in the doubtful States of Penn- 
sylvania, Indiana and Ohio where we 
claim the election, and the Liberal 
strength chiefly lies in these States and 
those of the North-West. 


THE OCTOBER ELECTION. 


Pennsylvania, Indiana and Ohio vote 
for State officers in October. 

They will virtually decide the Presi- 
dential election. If the Liberals and 
Democrats do not succeed there in Oc- 
tober, the probabilities will be decided 
ly in favor of President Grant, unless 
the majorities are so insignificant as to 
destroy the moral effect of the election. 

On the other hand, if our ticket shall 
prevail in these States in the State clec- 
tion, the political days of General Grant 
will be forever numbered, and he had 
might as well commence packing 
his baggage, preparatory to his depart 
ture from the White House on the 
fourth of next March.
